THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 

The annual reports of the Public Library 
disclose the fact that, to the extent of its 
means, it has been more successful in furnish- 
ing reading matter to more persons than any 
similar institution in the country. H has no 
means, and has not had for a year, to add to 
the number or variety of its books. It nas 
been reduced to the hard-pan of bare ne- 
ceasity in the way of current expenditures. 
The Committee on Finance of the Common 
Council have now agreed to refuse all appro- 
priations for the next year. Asan appropria- 
tion made in 1876 will not be collected until 
July, 1877, the Library will have no funds 
at all at the close of the present year, and 
will not have even the means of paying it« 
expenses. It will therefore be brought to a 
direct close for the want of means. 

We do not think it was the purpose of the 
Committee, nor do we think it is the wish of 
the Common Council, to close the Public 
Library. We are certain thatno consider- 
able portion of the public expect or desire 
such a proceeding. It would be a specimen 
of retrogression unworthy of Chicago, and 
wholly out of character with the intelligence 
and spirit of the people. Such an act 
would be proclaimed the world over as 
areproach to the city. We maintain over 
three thousand saloons; and can we not 
afford a few thousands of dollars to supply 
the fifty thousand young people of this city 
who are at work all day, and have no money 
to buy books, with reading matter? It is 
objected that the boys and girls and young 
men and women draw out novels ahd other 
works of fiction, and that they read these at 
night. Admit this to be true, and is it not 
better that they should stay at home 
at night and read novels and juvenile 
stories, with occasional histories, travels, 
voyages, and matters of that kind, than to be 
in the streets? Is it better for the boys and

CLUB-LIFE IN CHICAGO. 

There is one feature of metropolitan life in 
which Chicago has heretofore been notably 
deficient,—life in the clubs. In almost every 
other respect. Chicago has been in advance of 
its age, population, and necessities, Our 
people have been lavish in their expenditures 
for public improvements. No cost has been 
spared that would add to the comforts and 
enhance the beauties of the city. The disad- 
vantages of low, marshy ground have been 


‘overcome by raising a city already largely 


built up from 8 to 10 feet above its original 
level. Engineering works in the shape of 
tunnels under the river for more rapid tran- 
sit, and tunnels under the lake for getting the 
purest of water, have commanded the admira- 
tion of the world. The delightf ul ness of wood- 
en pavements was first generally recoguized 
in Chicago, and the luxury more widely 
enjoyed than elsewhere. The most extensive 
and beautiful system of parks on the conti- 
nent was projected at an early day, and will 
unquestionably be completed when the city

THE WATER WASTE. 

Complaint about the deficiency of the 
water-supply has already set in, and we may 
expect to hear it incessantly throughout the 
summef unless the Board of Public Works 
take energetic steps to check the waste of the 
water. This is the whole trouble. The Chi- 
cago River itself does not containgwater 
enough to supply the city if every hydrant in | 
Chicago is turned on and the water allowed 
to run. The moment that the warm weather 
commences people allover the city start the 
water running if their front yards and beck | 
yards, on the sidewalks and streets, in the 
bath-rooms, and everywhere that they think 
it will cool off the atmosphere for their indi- 
vidual comfort, and with an utter disregard 
to the wants of others. [If the Board 
of Public Works desire to check this 
reckless waste of water, they will have 
to institute a more rigid inspection of the 
use of water. They should adopt some sys- 
tem of neighborhood meters, so as to be able 
to determine where and by whom the water | 
| is wasted. But it will not be sufficient to as- 
aN ries > the respon- 
sibility, the persons who indulge themselves 
| at the expense of others should be made to 
suffer for it. The selfishness of human na- 
ture can only be overcome by penalties ; and, 
when people find that they canpot waste 
water without paying for it, they will use 
only what they require, and then there will 
be an ample supply for all parts of the city.

THE ACADEMY OF DESICN. 
ITS HISTORY AND PRESENT CONDITION. 

The Academy of Design bas experienced some 
recent vicissitudes, but it stands, ana no doubt 
will continue to stand, as the most conspicuous 
art-institution in the city. The near approach 
af the reception and exhibition, forms a fitting 
occasion for a review of the history of the 
orgauization and a statement of its present con- 
dition. Somewhere along in the fall of 1866 
a few Chicago artiste met together in 
little studio on Dearborn street and formed 
an association. The imitiatory fee was 85, 
and the sessions were frequent and eu- 
thusiastic. It was pos long before forty-five 
or fifty names were enrolica, and the very 
considerable amount of crackers and sandwiches,

academy of Design. After the first enthusiasm 

bad somewhat abated, a few of the most = 

spirits of the orgamization procured, ip 1569, a 

charter from the Legisiasare, liberal and com- 

prehensive in ite terms, and granting some 
special privileges. 

Mere social enjoyment was of course never 
the chief object of the Academy. From tue 
very beginning of the enterprise, while many 
brilliant exhibitions, engertainmentse and recep- 
tions were given for the public benefit, and 
many pleasant reunions held by the members 
among themselves, the first object was to 
ESTABLISH AND MAINTAIN GENUINE ABT-SOHOOLS. 

10 thie end the artists interested in it 
labored, giving their time, money, pictures, and 
unceasiug efforts, and from time to time, as o- 
casiod required, deviamg and managing in the 
interest of the schools and the Academy a series 
of art-entertainments 80 brilliant aod successful 
as to do honor to the city. The achievemenis of 
this young but vigorous institution before the 
great firo were of a kind that any citizen of Chi- 
cago might well recall with pride. It would ap- 
pear that for once u society of artists Was eu- 
dowed with executive ability aod capable of bar- 
monious management. 
the time when it had but tweoty members and 
$100 in its treasury the Academy was established 
iv a handsome building, erected dt & cost of 
$70,000 and containing ample galleries, school- 
rooms, studios, offices, and reception rooms, 
aud % une little §=Gmusicchal. It paid 
a rental for the four Stories of 
the building thus occupied of $6,000 per an- 
oum, It bad fitted up the buildirg at & cost of 
$16,000. For some time before the fire, the 
sta ements of the business Manager showed that 
the average receipts of the gallery were over $25 
a day, while the receipta from the rents of stu- 
dios and the Music- 
$38,000 and $9,000 a year, and the receipts from 
aunual subscribers were over $5,000. Desides 
this there were other sources of income, from 
life and fellowship memberships, from commis- 
sions on sales, etc., and the total revenue was al- 
ready at 80 handsome a figure snd So rapidly in- 
creasing that the time was confidently thought 
to be mear when the Academy would be able to 
purchase and own entirely the building and 
ground on which it stood. This ravid growth 
and speedy success was in the characteristic 
Chicago style, and it was all done by 
the artuts themselves. The Chicago 

eople, it is tras, responded generous 
ty when called upon for yearly suabecrip- 
tions. Bat the artists took pride in giving an 
equivalent, indeed an equivalent fuurfold, for 
every dollar subscribed iu this way, aod the ar- 
tists receptions of Chicago became worthy af 
any city in the land. 

BUT—{HE FIRE BURNED, 
and all the studios and their treasures, the pic 
tures and marbles and casts, made some costly 
little heaps of ashes, and ibe msurance was like 
other insurances. After that the Academy had 
a struggle, uke other people, and, uke other 
people, it is baving a struggle pow.

The schools are in running order, 
and supplied with materiale and compstent in- 
structors.

This has be- 
come almost a necessity. to meet the wants 
of pupils who come bere from other places dur- 
ing the summer, but cannot come in winter, aad 
there are also many of the sons and daughters 
of our citizens who are anxious to avail them- 
selves of the drawing schools winie other insti- 
tatious are closed for the summer. The class 
rooms are in the building at the southwest dor- 
ner of Michigan avenue aud VaoBuren street. 
Valuable aod avpropriate prizes are given to 
pupils making genuine and creditable progress. 

THE LATE SALE OF PIOTURES 
at the Academy was interfered with by exceed- 
ingly bad weather, by the Thomas concerts, but 

by the general dallness of the times. 
Stull, though but few pictures were sold, they 
orought fair pri ail things considered, and 
the sale as far as it t was a success for the 
Academy. Propositions for building a fine build- 
ing bave lately been submitted to the officers of 
the Academy, and taken under advisement by 
them and by a number of prominent citizeus 
whe have the interests of art genuinely at heat.

Chicago cannot long do without an Academs of 
Art, and experience has shown that it can be 
made more than self-sustaining under judicious 
management.

‘he smaller towns are beginning to have their 
exhibitions, and im this way little municipal 
reputations are scguired, wo or ibree, the 
most skliful,put off their stout shoes as soon as 
the salous of the Exhibition are opened, return 
to Paris, move about in sdciety. aud wear out 
enormous quantities of new gloves.

SUICIDE. 
THE MANIA IN WISCONSIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaoo Tribune, 
Fon pu Lac, Wis., June 12.—There was in- 
tense excitement in the Town of Stockbridge, 
Calumet County, last night, in consequence of a 
report that an Englishman named Flanders, an 
old resident, had committed suicide. It required 
but little investigation to prove the report true, 
Between 6 and 7 o'clock be was seen going to the 
barn, and was never again seen alge. Sup- 
posing that he had gone to do his chores, the 
family gave no thought to the matter. About 7 
o’clock hie son returned. Upon going to the 
baru he was shocked to see his father hanging 
by na rope attachea to a beam. The 
alarm was promptly given, and the man 
taken down, bus life was gone. He had 
been in good health for years, was comfortably 
supplied with this world’s goods, was a bard 
wo .* neighbor, a man of good habits, 
and about the last man any one would select as 
likely to end his life by suicide. He was about 
55 years of age, and had residedin the Town of 
Stockbridge for many years. Mr. Fianders had 
been called upon as a witness to testify in a 
case growing out of an unfortunate affair 
between a citizen of the town and a young girl. 
what his testimony was to be, or what he knew 
of the case, is uot known by the family or those 
friends most intumate with him. 

Mr. John Peel, a German, aged 67, hung bim- 
self in a barn in the Town of Ashford, Fond du 
Lac County, between 4 and 5 o'clock yesterday 
morning. Mr. Peel bas been slightly in- 
sane at times for two years or more, 
Often he would inform his family that sooner or 
later he would kill himself; hfe was no object 
to him, and many other remarks of a similar na- 
ture were made. Atno time had be been dan- 
gerous or at all ugly. While insane he was 

ven to gathering up ropes and secreting them. 

en asked what he proposed to do with the 
he coolly answered that when be got 1 
ready be intended to hang himself. rom 
that time forward he was watched 
very closely. and the ropes taken from him. 


| One day, the first of this week, he picked up two 


or three ropes and hid them. A son, a young 
man who was living at the house, became 
alarmed, and thought he wouid try to scare his 
father. He said to him that unles® he pics 
laying. away ropes. he would be oblized 
to take him to the Insane Asylum. That 
had the desired effect. It alarmed him, 
but asiso made him more determined to 
carry out his oft-repeated threat to kill himself. 
He had been afraid for months that they would 
send him to an asylum. On Wednesday he 
seemed quite smart, and worked some. That 
night he complained of feeling badiv. After 
going to bed he slept but little, and talked a 
great. deal with his @ife. At 4 o'clock he 
the — time and 


that had been a custom with him during his un- 
fortunate condition she thought nothing strange 
of it. After he went out the last time, Peel 
went to sleep and slept fifteen minutes. Upon 
waking sbe was alarmed to find that her hus- 
band had not returned. She aroused other mem- 
bers of the family, and a eearch was commenced 
at once. Upon opening the barn door they ware 
horrified by seeing the old man suspeoded, and 
upon taking him down, which they did as soon 
as possible, they found that he was dead. Mr. 
Peel had lived in the county for more than s 

uarter of a century. The untimely death of 
this old and highly-respected citizen causes 
much sorrow throughout Ashford and adjoining 
towns. 

This is the third old gentleman who has com- 
mitted suicide in this vicinity within two months, 
commencing with Isaac Tompkins.

FIRES, 


AN on GLAZE. 

Prrrenvund, Pa., June 12.—About half-past 12 
o'clock this afternoon a serious fire occurred at 
the Brilliant Oil-Works, on the Allegheny Rail- 
road, 7 miles north of this city, owned by Lock- 
bart & Frew.

SOUTH AMERICA, 
THE NEW GRENADA EARTHQUAKE, 

Panama, June 4.— The following particulars of 
the recent terrible earthquake have been re- 
ceived by a letter from Salazar, dated May 19; 

At 11:30 yesterday morning, the 18tb, a severe 
earthquake visited this city aud region. In this 
city a large part of a church fell, several houses 
were destroyed, and some people killed. 

The City of Cucuta is entirely destroyed, only 
a few families being saved. 

The Potica Alomania German drug store was 
set on fire by à ball of fire, which was thrown 
out of s volcano, which is consiautly belching 
Out lava. This voleano has opened itself in 
front of Santiago, in Radgo. It is called EI Alto 
de la Girach. 

San Cayetans was destroyed, and Santiago in 
arge part. In Gramalata there was great de- 
struction. Arboleda, Cucuta, and San Cristobel 
are nearly destroyed, principaliy the four last. 
The population of these towns is estimated as 
follows : Ban Osyetano, 4,000; Santiago, 2.0 
Gramalata, 3.000; Arboleda, 8,000: COucuta, 
5,000 ; San Oristobel, 16,000. 

The section of country referred to embraces 
the regions around about where Columbia and 
Venezuela join, tbe Columbiana portion embrac- 
ing Santander. It isin some respects the most 
productive part of this Republic, and its coffee 
is famous all the world over. 

Ban Jose de Neircalo, at the time of the dis- 
aster, bad a population estimated at about 
18.000. It had a large commercial business, and 
was a great depot for coffee and cocos for ship- 
ment either through the Vevezuelean ports or 
down the Magdalena to Panama. 

The shock was felt sharply in Bogota and the 
adjoining sections. A gentleman who was at the 
time in Facatailvia says that the movement last 
ed for three-quarters of a minute. It was also 
slightly feit in Bonanvuilla.
